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More sanctions for deadly fentanyl if bill becomes law

WASHINGTON (AP) — Over 
the past year, the U.S. Trea- 
sury Department has used 
its sanctions powers to im- 
pose wide-ranging finan- 
cial penalties on Russia in 
response to its invasion of 
Ukraine — turning Russia 
into the most sanctioned 
country in the world. 
Now, the federal agency is 
facing increasing pressure, 
including from legislation 
introduced Tuesday in the 
Senate, to use those tools 
with similar vigor against 
the people, financial in- 
stitutions and companies 
that have participated in 
the explosion of fentanyl 
use and distribution in the 
U.S. 
"As a matter of policy we 
are dealing with drug car- 
tels who have tremen- 


dous economic gain to be 
made," said Paul DelPonte, 
executive director of the 
nonprofit National Crime 
Prevention Council, which 
is pushing for tougher ac- 
tion against those behind 
the scourge of drug over- 
dose and death. "There are 
a lot of hands involved in 
this crime." 
Fentanyl is the deadliest 
drug in the U.S. today. The 
Centers for Disease Con- 
trol and Prevention esti- 
mates that 71,000 people 
died from overdosing on 
synthetic opioids such as 
fentanyl in 2021, up from al- 
most 58,000 in 2020. 
Mexico and China are the 
primary source countries 
for fentanyl and fentanyl- 
related 
substances 
traf- 
ficked directly into the U.S., 
according to the Drug En- 
forcement Administration, 


which is tasked with com- 
bating illicit drug traffick- 
ing. Nearly all the precursor 
chemicals that are needed 
to make fentanyl are com- 
ing from China. 
Growing tensions between 
the U.S. and China on mul- 
tiple fronts have made ef- 
forts to stop the importa- 
tion of illicit fentanyl more 
difficult, a Congressional 
Research 
Service 
report 
states. China officially sus- 
pended its counternarcot- 
ic and law enforcement 
cooperation with the U.S. 
last August. 
Treasury hasn't been idle. 
The department has im- 
posed sanctions on fentan- 
yl producers and traffickers 
in recent years — and as 
recently as this month is- 
sued a set of sanctions on 
a group of Mexican and 
Chinese fentanyl distribu- 


tors. But with the number of 
overdose deaths explod- 
ing in recent years, there 
are calls for more action, 
including a national emer- 
gency declaration similar 
to the one at the start of 
the COVID-19 pandemic. 
Such a declaration could 
lead to tougher sanctions, 
DelPonte said. 
"It would empower the 
CDC to collaborate with 
people at Treasury, for in- 
stance, to save some very 
young innocent people." 
Lawmakers are making a 
bipartisan effort to get that 
declaration, with legisla- 
tion sponsored by the lead- 
ers and ranking members 
of the Senate Banking and 
Armed Services Commit- 
tees that was introduced 
Tuesday. That bill would 
compel the Biden adminis- 
tration to prioritize the fight 
against fentanyl trafficking 
and prod Treasury to use its 
sanctions authority to quell 
the proliferation of the drug 
in the U.S. 
Declaring international fen- 
tanyl trafficking a national 
emergency, the legislation 
would require Treasury to 
sanction drug cartels It also 
would 
impose 
reporting 
requirements and enable 
the president to confiscate 
sanctioned property of fen- 
tanyl traffickers to use for 
law enforcement efforts. 
"This legislation takes de- 


cisive action to cut off the 
deadly flow of fentanyl at 
the source," said Sen Tim 
Scott of South Carolina, the 
ranking Republican on the 
Banking Committee and a 
potential GOP presidential 
candidate. 
Committee Chairman Sher- 
rod Brown, D-Ohio, said he 
hears "over and over that 
we need new, more pow- 
erful tools to prevent the 
flow of fentanyl into our 
neighborhoods." Fentanyl 
was involved in 81% of 2020 
overdose deaths in Ohio, 
according to the Ohio De- 
partment of Health. 
"This bipartisan bill will add 
effective 
new 
sanctions 
to target the illicit fentanyl 
supply chain, from China 
through Mexico, to help 
stop increasingly danger- 
ous forms of this drug be- 
fore they ever reach our 
communities," Brown said. 
In his February State of the 
Union address, President 
Joe Biden outlined how 
his administration would 
crack down on trafficking. 
Since then, U.S. Customs 
and Border Protection has 
conducted 
historically 
large seizure operations, 
and Treasury and the Jus- 
tice 
Department 
have 
sanctioned and charged 
Mexican 
Sinaloa 
cartel 
members that use Chinese 
precursor chemicals to pro- 
duce fentanyl.q

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Biden announces 2024 reelection bid: ‘Let’s finish this job’

WASHINGTON (AP) — Presi- 
dent Joe Biden on Tuesday 
formally announced that 
he is running for reelec- 
tion in 2024, asking voters 
to give him more time to 
“finish this job” and extend 
the run of America’s oldest 
president for another four 
years. Biden, who would be 
86 at the end of a second 
term, is betting his first-term 
legislative 
achievements 
and more than 50 years of 
experience in Washington 
will count for more than 
concerns over his age. He 
faces a smooth path to win- 
ning his party’s nomination, 
with no serious Democratic 
challengers. But he’s still set 
for a hard-fought struggle 
to retain the presidency in 
a bitterly divided nation. 
In his first public appear- 
ance Tuesday since the 
announcement, Biden of- 
fered a preview of how he 
plans to navigate the dual 
roles of president and presi- 
dential candidate, using a 
speech to building trades 
union members to highlight 
his accomplishments and 
undercut his GOP rivals, 
while showing voters he re- 
mained focused on his day 
job. Greeted by a raucous 
crowd of building trades 
union members — a key 
base of Democratic sup- 
port — with “Let’s Go Joe” 
chants, Biden touted the 
tens of thousands of con- 
struction jobs being creat- 
ed since he took office that 
are supported by the legis- 
lation he signed into law. 
The 
official 
announce- 
ment, in a three-minute 
video, comes on the four- 
year anniversary of when 
Biden declared for the 
White House in 2019, prom- 
ising to heal the “soul of 
the nation” amid the turbu- 
lent presidency of Donald 
Trump — a goal that has 
remained elusive. 
“I said we are in a battle for 
the soul of America, and 
we still are,” Biden said. 
“The question we are fac- 
ing is whether in the years 
ahead we have more free- 
dom or less freedom. More 
rights or fewer.” 
While the prospect of seek- 


ing reelection has been 
a given for most modern 
presidents, that’s not al- 
ways been the case for 
Biden. A notable swath of 
Democratic voters have in- 
dicated they would prefer 
he not run, in part because 
of his age — concerns 
Biden has called “totally 
legitimate” but ones he 
did not address head-on in 
the launch video. Yet few 
things have unified Demo- 
cratic voters like the pros- 
pect of Trump returning to 
power. And Biden’s politi- 
cal standing within his party 
stabilized after Democrats 
notched a stronger-than- 
expected performance in 
last year’s midterm elec- 
tions. The president is set 
to run again on the same 
themes that buoyed his 
party last fall, particularly 
on preserving access to 
abortion. “Freedom. Per- 
sonal freedom is funda- 
mental to who we are as 
Americans. There’s nothing 
more important. Nothing 
more sacred,” Biden said in 
the launch video, depict- 
ing Republican extremists 
as trying to roll back ac- 
cess to abortion, cut Social 
Security, limit voting rights 
and ban books they dis- 
agree with. “Around the 
country, MAGA extremists 
are lining up to take those 
bedrock freedoms away.” 
“This is not a time to be 
complacent,” Biden add- 
ed. “That’s why I’m running 
for reelection.” 
As the contours of the cam- 
paign begin to take shape, 
Biden plans to campaign 
on his record. He spent his 
first two years as president 
combating the coronavi- 
rus pandemic and pushing 
through major bills such as 
the bipartisan infrastructure 
package and legislation to 
promote high-tech man- 
ufacturing 
and 
climate 
measures. 
With 
Republi- 
cans now in control of the 
House, Biden has shifted 
his focus to implementing 
those massive laws and 
making sure voters credit 
him for the improvements. 
The president also has mul- 
tiple policy goals and un- 
met promises from his first 
campaign that he’s ask- 
ing voters on giving him 
another chance to fulfill. 


“Let’s finish this job. I know 
we can,” Biden said in the 
video, repeating a mantra 
he said a dozen times dur- 
ing his State of the Union 
address in February, listing 
everything from passing a 
ban on assault-style weap- 
ons and lowering the cost 
of prescription drugs to 
codifying a national right to 
abortion after the Supreme 
Court’s ruling last year over- 
turning Roe v. Wade. 
Buoyed by the midterm re- 
sults, Biden plans to contin- 
ue to cast all Republicans 
as embracing what he 
calls “ultra-MAGA” politics 
— a reference to Trump’s 
“Make 
America 
Great 
Again” slogan — regardless 
of whether his predecessor 
ends up on the 2024 ballot. 
In the video, Biden speaks 
over brief clips and photo- 


graphs of key moments in 
his presidency, snapshots 
of diverse Americans and 
flashes of outspoken Re- 
publican 
foes, 
including 
Trump, Florida Gov. Ron 
DeSantis, and Rep. Marjorie 


Taylor Greene of Georgia. 
He exhorts supporters that 
“this is our moment” to “de- 
fend democracy. Stand up 
for our personal freedoms. 
Stand up for the right to 
vote and our civil rights.”q

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MONTGOMERY, Ala. (AP) 
— Alabama and Mississippi 
closed most government 
offices Monday for Con- 
federate Memorial Day as 
efforts have stalled to abol- 


ish state holidays that hon- 
or the old Confederacy. 
Legislation has been intro- 
duced in the ongoing Ala- 
bama legislative session to 
remove, alter or rename 


Confederate-related holi- 
days, but the effort has so 
far gained little traction. 
Camille Bennett, the found- 
er of Project Say Something, 
an organization that has 
worked for the removal of 
Confederate 
monuments 
in Alabama, said the de- 
termination to keep Con- 
federate holidays comes 
at the same time Alabama 
lawmakers push legislation 
banning so called “ divi- 
sive concepts” from being 
taught in state classrooms 
and diversity training for 
state workers. 
“On one side, you have 
white 
conservative 
men 
defining what divisive is 
and what it means. ... At 
the same time, you are 
honoring the Confederacy, 
which in itself is a divisive 


concept. It’s really hypo- 
critical, quite tone deaf,” 
Bennett said. 
An Alabama Senate com- 
mittee last week rejected 
a proposal to separate the 
joint state holiday celebrat- 
ing 
Confederate 
Gen. 
Robert E. Lee and slain civil 
rights leader the Rev. Mar- 
tin Luther King Jr. on the 
same day. 
“We’re trying to separate 
the holidays of two men 
whose ideologies were to- 
tally separate, from one 
end of the totem pole to 
the other. 
One believed in justice and 
fairness for all, and another 
believed in slavery,” state 
Sen. Vivian Davis Figures 
said. 
Figures’ bill would have 
kept 
Lee’s 
holiday 
but 


moved 
it 
to 
Columbus 
Day in October. “Whoever 
wants to honor either man 
will have their own day,” 
she said. 
The vote split along racial 
lines, Figures said at the 
end of the meeting, with 
white Republicans voting 
against it and Black Demo- 
crats voting for it. 
Several 
Southern 
states 
have ended or renamed 
Confederate holidays. Loui- 
siana in 2022 removed Rob- 
ert E. Lee Day and Confed- 
erate Memorial Day from 
the list of state holidays. 
Georgia in 2015 renamed 
Confederate 
Memorial 
Day to “State Holiday.” Ar- 
kansas in 2017 ended the 
practice of commemorat- 
ing Lee and King on the 
same day.q

NEW YORK (AP) — A former 
advice columnist’s nearly 
30-year-old 
rape 
claim 
against Donald Trump went 
to trial Tuesday as jurors in 
the federal civil case heard 
her allegation of being at- 
tacked in a luxury depart- 
ment store dressing room. 
The former president says 
nothing 
happened 
be- 
tween them. 
E. Jean Carroll will testify 
that the assault that hap- 
pened in a few minutes in a 
fitting room in 1996 “would 
change her life forever,” 
one of her lawyers, Shawn 
Crowley, said in an open- 
ing statement. 
“Filled with fear and shame, 
she kept silent for decades. 
Eventually, though, silence 
became 
impossible,” 
Crowley said. And when 
Carroll broke that silence 
in a 2019 memoir, the then- 
president “used the most 
powerful platform on Earth 
to lie about what he had 
done, attack Ms. Carroll’s 
integrity and insult her ap- 
pearance.” 
Trump wasn’t in court, and 
his lawyers haven’t yet pre- 
viewed their case for the 


six-man, three-woman jury. 
The trial stands to tests 
Trump’s “Teflon Don” repu- 
tation for shaking off serious 
legal problems and to re- 
prise accounts of the type 
of sexual misconduct that 
rocked his 2016 presidential 
campaign as he seeks of- 
fice again. He denies Car- 
roll’s claim and all the oth- 
ers, saying they were false- 
hoods spun up to damage 
him. 


The trial is in civil court, 
meaning that no matter 
the outcome, Trump isn’t in 
danger of going to jail. He 
isn’t required to be in court, 
either, and his lawyers have 
indicated he most likely 
won’t testify. 
The trial comes a month af- 
ter he pleaded not guilty in 
an unrelated criminal case 
surrounding 
payments 
made to bury accounts of 
alleged extramarital sex. 


Jurors whose names are 
being kept secret to pre- 
vent potential harassment 
range in age from 26 to 
66 and include a janitor, 
a physical therapist and 
people who work in secu- 
rity, health care collections, 
a library, a high school and 
other settings. 
One said she follows news 
by watching “everything”; 
another said he didn’t fol- 
low it at all. 


They 
were 
questioned 
about their news-watching 
habits, political donations 
and support for any of a 
roster of right- and left-wing 
groups. They were asked, 
too, whether they used 
Trump’s social media plat- 
form, read Carroll’s former 
Elle magazine column and 
even if they’d seen Trump’s 
former reality show “The 
Apprentice” and wheth- 
er any of these and other 
matters would make it dif- 
ficult for them to be fair. 
Carroll is expected to testify 
that a chance encounter 
with Trump turned violent, 
and that he defamed her 
when responding to the 
rape 
allegations. 
She’s 
seeking unspecified dam- 
ages and a retraction. 
She says that after she ran 
into the future president 
at Manhattan’s Bergdorf 
Goodman on a spring eve- 
ning in 1996, he invited her 
to shop with him for a wom- 
an’s lingerie gift before 
they teased one another 
to try on a garment. Carroll 
says they ended up alone 
together in a store dressing 
room, where Trump pushed 
her against a wall and 
raped before she fought 
him off and fled.q

Alabama and Mississippi mark Confederate Memorial Day

MADRID (AP) — Spain is re- 
questing emergency funds 
from the European Union to 
support farmers and ranch- 
ers amid extreme drought 
conditions in its agricultur- 
al heartlands, Agriculture 
Minister Luis Planas said 
Tuesday. Planas wrote to 
the European Commission- 
er for Agriculture, Janusz 
Wojciechowski, on Monday 
to plead for aid for Spain’s 
890,000 farm workers, in- 
cluding from the bloc’s ag- 
ricultural crisis reserve and 
unused rural development 
funds, he said. 
“There is drought, there 


are 
high 
temperatures, 
but they are much more 
accentuated in the case 
of the Iberian Peninsula,” 
Planas added following a 
cabinet meeting, describ- 
ing the release urgent fi- 
nancial assistance as of 
“the utmost importance.” 
Spain 
already 
received 
64.5 million euros ($70 mil- 
lion) last year from the EU 
Common Agricultural Pol- 
icy’s crisis reserve to cope 
with the increased cost of 
raw materials linked to Rus- 
sia’s invasion of Ukraine, 
but five consecutive years 
of drought in some regions 
have worsened an already 
difficult situation. 
Currently, 27% of Spanish 


territory is classified as in 
drought “emergency” or 
“alert,” according to the 
Ecological Transition minis- 
try, and water reserves are 
at 50% of capacity nation- 
ally. In Spain’s most impor- 
tant 
agricultural 
region, 
Andalusia, the situation is 
far worse. The Guadalqui- 
vir river basin is at 24.8% 
of its capacity, and farm- 
ers in the region have had 
their water allowance for 
irrigation cut by up to 90% 
in some cases. Spain is the 
world’s biggest exporter of 
olive oil, and an important 
producer of fruits and veg- 
etables. The drought has 
already driven up Spanish 
olive oil prices to record 


levels. The agriculture min- 
ister said he had also asked 
the EU to provide a higher 
advance payment ahead 
of the next season, and 
urged “flexibility” in meet- 


ing the strict requirements 
of the bloc’s agricultural 
policy. 
The 
government 
also announced a 1.8-bil- 
lion-euro tax cut for affect- 
ed farmers.q

LONDON (AP) — TikTok, 
Twitter, Facebook, Google, 
and Amazon are facing ris- 
ing pressure from European 
authorities as London and 
Brussels 
advanced 
new 
rules Tuesday to curb the 
power of digital compa- 
nies. 
They’re among those on 
a list of the 19 biggest on- 
line platforms and search 
engines that the European 
Union’s executive arm said 
must meet extra obliga- 
tions for cleaning up illegal 
content and disinforma- 
tion and keeping users safe 
under the 27-nation bloc’s 
landmark digital rules that 
take effect later this year. 
The 
U.K. 
government, 
meanwhile, unveiled draft 
legislation that would give 
regulators more power to 
protect 
consumers 
from 
online scams and fake re- 
views and boost digital 
competition. 
The updates help solidify 
Europe’s reputation as the 
global leader in efforts to 
rein in the power of social 
media companies and oth- 
er digital platforms. 
TikTok will allow European 
Commission 
officials 
to 
carry out a “stress test” of 
its systems to ensure they 
comply with the Digital Ser- 
vices Act, Commissioner 


Thierry Breton said in an on- 
line briefing. 
He proposed the idea to 
TikTok CEO Shou Zi Chew 
when they met in Brussels 
earlier this year. 
“I’m happy that they came 
back to us saying they are 
interested,” 
Breton 
said, 
but added that he’s wait- 
ing for Chew to provide a 
date. TikTok did not reply to 
a request for comment. 
Twitter had agreed earlier 
to a stress test, and Breton 
said he and his team will 
travel to the company’s 
headquarters in San Fran- 
cisco at the end of June 


to carry out the voluntary 
mock 
exercise. 
Breton 
didn’t detail what the test 
would entail. 
Starting Aug. 25, the big- 
gest online platforms will 
have to give European us- 
ers more control by mak- 
ing it easier to report illegal 
content like hate speech 
and providing more infor- 
mation on why their sys- 
tems recommend certain 
content. 
There are guardrails for 
content generated by arti- 
ficial intelligence like deep- 
fake videos and synthetic 
images, which will have to 


be clearly labeled when 
they come up in search re- 
sults, Breton said. 
Platforms will have to “com- 
pletely redesign” their sys- 
tems to ensure high a level 
of privacy and safety for 
children, including verifying 
users’ ages, Breton said. 
Big Tech companies also 
will have to revamp their 
systems to “prevent algo- 
rithmic amplification of dis- 
information,” he said, say- 
ing he was particularly con- 
cerned about Facebook’s 
content moderation sys- 
tems ahead of September 
elections in Slovakia. 


“Now that Facebook has 
been designated as a very 
large online platform, Meta 
needs to carefully inves- 
tigate its system and fix it 
where needed ASAP,” he 
said. 
Facebook’s parent com- 
pany said it supports the 
EU’s new Digital Services 
Act. 
“We are already taking ex- 
tensive steps to ensure we 
meet the DSA’s require- 
ments, including expand- 
ing and evolving our exist- 
ing transparency tools and 
reporting systems,” Meta 
said.Violations could result 
in fines worth up to 6% of a 
company’s annual global 
revenue amounting to bil- 
lions of dollars or even a 
ban on operating in the EU. 
The 
European 
Commis- 
sion’s list of very large on- 
line platforms is limited to 
those with at least 45 mil- 
lion users in Europe, which 
includes Google’s Search, 
Play, Maps, Shopping and 
YouTube 
services; 
Ama- 
zon Marketplace; Apple’s 
App Store; Microsoft’s Bing 
and LinkedIn; Meta’s Face- 
book and Instagram; plus 
Pinterest, Snapchat, TikTok, 
Twitter, Wikipedia, Book- 
ing.com, China’s Alibaba 
Aliexpress 
and 
German 
ecommerce 
company 
Zalando.q

Spain pleads for EU crisis funds as drought hits farmers

CARACAS, Venezuela (AP) 
— 
Venezuelan 
opposi- 
tion leader Juan Guaidó 
said he was expelled from 


Colombia hours after he 
crossed the border from 
Venezuela to try to meet 
with some participants at 
an 
international 
confer- 
ence Tuesday to discuss his 


country’s political crisis. 
In a video posted on Twit- 
ter, Guaidó said he entered 
Colombia trying to escape 
Venezuelan 
government 
persecution, but that now 
he also felt he was being 
persecuted by President’s 
Nicolás Maduro in Colom- 
bia. 
Colombia’s Foreign Ministry 
said late Monday in a press 
release that Guaidó was 
“irregularly” in the country 
so immigration authorities 
escorted him to the inter- 
national airport to take a 
plane bound to the U.S. 
“The persecution of the 
dictatorship unfortunately 
spread to Colombia to- 
day,” Guaidó said on the 
video from inside an air- 
plane. He added that he 
was on a commercial flight 


to the U.S and that he would 
say more on Wednesday. 
After 
the 
re-election 
of Maduro in 2018 was 
deemed a sham by dozens 
of countries, Guaidó de- 
clared himself Venezuela’s 
interim president in 2019. 
However, his popularity has 
waned since then and op- 
position lawmakers voted 
in January to strip him of 
that role and instead ap- 
point a committee to run 
what they call their “interim 
government.” 
Tuesday’s 
international 
conference 
organized by Colombian 
President Gustavo Petro 
is meant to jumpstart of- 
ficial 
dialogue 
between 
the government of Maduro 
and his adversaries. The for- 
mal negotiations between 
both sides guided by Nor- 


wegian 
diplomats 
and 
hosted by Mexico stalled 
at the end of last year. “I 
will be requesting meet- 
ings with members of the 
international delegations,” 
Guaidó had said in a state- 
ment. He said he hoped 
the meeting would “ensure 
that the Maduro regime 
returns to the negotiating 
table in Mexico and agrees 
to a credible timetable for 
free and fair elections to 
solve the current situation.” 
Any of Guaidó’s meetings 
with delegates apparently 
would happen on the side- 
lines of Tuesday’s confer- 
ence. Colombia’s Foreign 
Minister Álvaro Leyva issued 
a statement saying that 
Guaidó was not invited to 
the conference, and was 
not expected to attend.q

THE HAGUE, Netherlands 
(AP) — Dutch Prime Minis- 
ter Mark Rutte apologized 
Tuesday to residents of the 
northern province of Gron- 
ingen who have suffered 
for years from earthquakes 
caused by gas extraction 
that damaged thousands 
of homes and ruined lives. 
Rutte’s apology and a 
pledge to fund a gener- 
ation-long program to re- 
vitalize the remote region 
came as his government 
published its official reac- 
tion to a damning parlia- 
mentary commission report 
issued in February that said 
the government owed the 
Groningen region a “debt 
of honor” after putting gas 
profits before people for 
decades. 
“We stand here, cap in 
hand,” Rutte told residents 
in the northern village of 
Garmerwolde. “We can’t 
take away all the suffer- 
ing from the past. We 
can’t undo what has gone 
wrong since gas extraction 
started. But we are deter- 
mined to do things differ- 
ently, working closely with 
the people here. And that 
means a commitment of 
years, an approach for an 
entire generation.” 


The government pledged 
to end all gas extraction 
which has already been 
scaled 
back 
to 
almost 
nothing by October, or by 
2024 at the latest. It also 
said it will spend at least 
22 billion euros ($24.25 bil- 
lion) on paying for repairs 
to homes and infrastructure 
and to “invest in the long- 
term economic perspec- 
tive” of the region. 
Groningen has for years 


been a hotbed of discon- 
tent fueled by the earth- 
quakes and faltering gov- 
ernment attempts to com- 
pensate residents. Local 
authorities in the region 
called the package “a step 
in the right direction,” but 
in a written statement said 
they doubt if it would be 
enough to solve problems 
with damage repair and 
strengthening” of buildings. 
“It is certainly not enough 


to repay the ‘debt of hon- 
or’ that has arisen in de- 
cades of gas extraction,” 
they said. A consortium in- 
cluding energy giants Shell 
and ExxonMobil extracted 
gas from the huge Gronin- 
gen underground reserves 
for decades before the 
government took a deci- 
sion in 2018 to gradually 
stop pumping gas out of 
the Groningen field one of 
the world’s largest at 2,800 


billion cubic meters. 
The parliamentary inquiry 
said the huge profits over 
the years the Dutch state 
earned 363 billion euros 
from Groningen gas blind- 
ed successive governments 
to the plight of people in 
the region. 
“The interests of the people 
of Groningen have been 
structurally ignored in natu- 
ral gas extraction in Gronin- 
gen, with disastrous conse- 
quences for the people of 
Groningen,” the commis- 
sion responsible for the re- 
port said in a statement in 
February. 
A court in The Hague on 
Tuesday called a tempo- 
rary halt to plans by a Dutch 
company, ONE-Dyas, to 
develop a new gas field 
under Dutch and German 
waters close to the Ger- 
man island of Borkum. 
German environmentalists 
welcomed the ruling by a 
judge in The Hague in chal- 
lenges to the Dutch gov- 
ernment’s decision to grant 
permission for the project. 
Sascha 
Mueller-Kraenner, 
chief executive of the Ger- 
man environmental group 
DUH, that along with other 
groups filed the legal chal- 
lenges, called it “an impor- 
tant step for the protection 
of the North Sea.” q

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Guus Weltings and Piet van Oosterhout prepare to run marathon to 
raise funding for Trampolin pa Trabou 


(Oranjestad)—On 
May 
12th, the 31st edition of 
the ‘Ronde van Aruba’ 
marathon will take place. 
Guus Weltings and Piet van 
Oosterhout are preparing 
for their participation in this 
big event to raise funding 
for the ‘Trampolin pa Tra- 
bou’ Foundation. In a inter- 
view with ArubaToday, they 
talked about their goals 
and what led them to par- 
ticipate in this marathon. 


Guus Weltings works and 
an account manager at 
The Lab marketing agency 
and Piet van Oosterhout 
is a primary school teach- 
er at De Schakel. Joey 
van Leeuwen, their driver 
throughout this event cur- 
rently works at the Marine 
Corps in the Savaneta dis- 
trict. 


Both Weltings and van 
Leeuwen’s 
partners 
are 
primary school teachers at 
De Schakel and this is how 
they met. The men have 
also played soccer togeth- 
er for the team S.V. Mercu- 
rius Aruba. 


They explained that the fo- 
cus for this initiative was to 
raise funding for the Tram- 
polin pa Trabou Founda- 
tion, a foundation that 
supports people with dis- 
abilities and help give them 
more opportunities within 
the labor market on Aruba. 


Both Weltings and Ooster- 
hout were already plan- 
ning on participating in 
the marathon, with van 


Leeuwen as their driver, for 
a while, but they wanted 
their participating to go to 
something. 


“We found our reason to 
do the marathon when we 
started talking about rais- 
ing funds for a local foun- 
dation, Weltings indicated. 


They chose Trampolin pa 
Trabou, because Ooster- 
hout has a sibling with dis- 
abilities living in The Nether- 
lands. People with disabili- 
ties have a lesser chance 
in getting a job in the labor 
market, and in Aruba, that 
chance is even slimmer. For 
this reason, they decided 
to give all their proceeds to 
the foundation as to help 
them raise awareness and 
more resources to keep 
helping people with dis- 
abilities. 


According to them, the 
foundation will be using 
the money raised to im- 
prove their facility. They will 
be renovating a container 
unit so that they can keep 
guiding and training their 
clients. Besides this, they 
need tables, chairs, air 
conditioning and more. 


Besides 
the 
renovation, 
there are other facilities 
that need to be improved. 
Some of these include the 
roof of a veranda that is 
almost completely wasted 
away, but also the pro- 
fessional kitchen that the 
foundation uses to cook 
food. 


“The foundation doesn’t 
get much subsidy for the 
work they do, so they really 
need all the help they can 
get,” Weltings stated.

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are able to recover charcoal, bones, or 
shells that can be analyzed using radio- 
carbon dating techniques to provide 
age estimates for when sites were oc- 
cupied. Sometimes, by comparing ar- 
chaeological specimens with modern 
samples, it is possible to establish what 
season of the year a site was occupied. 
Studying the contents of middens can 
show where people went to get their 
food, what proportions of different foods 
made up their diet, its nutritional quality, 
and how it may have changed in differ- 
ent seasons or over long periods of time. 
For example, the study of middens in 
Aruba has shown that early Paleolithic 
men concentrated their hunting on pos- 
sibly manatees and monk seals, which 
were rich in protein and fat, but later 
on, as these resources became scarce, 
they increased their fishing activities for 
shellfish and sea turtles, supplemented 
by birds, rabbits, iguanas, and island 
deer, to maintain their diet. 
It is mainly from the study of the middens 
and their locations that we learn of the 
many animal and plant species that 
once existed on the island but are now 
extinct. Charcoal, seeds, and land snails 
from middens may also allow the recon- 
struction of past vegetation patterns. 
Oral history, traditional accounts, and 
historical records tend to focus on im- 
portant people and important events. 
Sometimes they show how people want- 
ed things to be, not how they actually 


were. These accounts and records often 
contain very little information about the 
daily lives of ordinary people. Archaeo- 
logical studies of garbage dumps can 
help restore balance by allowing us to 
discover what people collected, con- 
sumed, made, and eventually disposed 
of during the course of their daily lives. 
For all this, the conservation of the ar- 
chaeological heritage is very important. 
Now, if you’re intrigued by Aruba’s ori- 
gins and cultural heritage, do some- 
thing off the tourist grid and visit Etnia 
Nativa, a private residential museum 
where you can be touched by the is- 
land’s authentic heritage and live out 
the native effect between exhibits of 
archaeological art, archaic artifacts, 
lithic tools, colonial furniture, and histori- 
cal items.q 


Etnia Nativa is, since 1994, the home of 
Anthony, our acclaimed columnist, who 
is also a native artist and island Piache 
who guides each visitor through his re- 
splendent collections.

The Arashi Shell Midden II 
Episode 203 - CCIII 


Stay in touch with the “Island-Insight” revelations re- 
garding native Aruban ethnic heritage, upholding the 
island’s cultural identity in each of the weekly episodes, 
sharing awareness and education, and encouraging 
each reader to experience a true island state of mind. 


If you have visited the Arashi area, you have probably 
seen a sign that mentions that the area in question has 
great cultural value for the Aruban native communi- 
ty and is a “protected area”. In our last episode (The 
Arashi Shell Midden I), we began to explain the im- 
portance of this area where there are ancient rubbish 
dumps, which we refer to as middens, which is an old 
English word used for domestic garbage dumps, and 
this is the meaning used by archaeologists and related 
science since garbage deposits are one of the most 
common types of archaeological sites found in Aruba. 
Dumpsters may be of Paleolithic, Caquetio, or Europe- 
an origin and are places where food remains, such as 
shellfish and animal bones, ashes and charcoal from 
fires, and broken or worn tools, were dumped, thrown 
away, or buried. 
But how do you recognize a shell Midden? While they 
can be found almost anywhere in coastal Aruba and 
are usually made up of layers of shell and bone mixed 
with charcoal, ash, and burnt stone, as we have men- 
tioned, they can be seen as low mounds and heaps 
or as eroding sandy shores. It is sometimes difficult to 
distinguish shell middens from natural heaps or layers 
of shells along the coast. Close inspection will usually 
reveal charcoal, shells, blackened soil, or burnt stone 
that show that the site was formed by people rather 
than natural processes. 
Middens are important because, through them, we 
can learn about “dating the past,” and archaeologists 
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Today we celebrate Padu del Caribe! 


(Oranjestad)—On April 26th, 1920, 
Juan 
Chabaya 
Lampe 
“Padu 
Lampe/Padu del Caribe” was born 
in Nassaustraat, Oranjestad and 
has become one of the most be- 
loved figures in the history of Aru- 
ba. 


Padu will always be in Aruba’s 
heart, because he had composed 
various special songs dedicated to 
the mothers of the island; his song 
“Sonrisa di un baby” (“A baby’s 
Smile”) has been written in three 
different languages. Padu also 
wrote our national anthem “Aruba 
Dushi Tera”, along with Mr. Rufo 
Wever. This song was approved by 
the government of Aruba and was 
named the official anthem of the 
island in 1976. 
Other songs that have been con- 
sidered as being almost a second 
anthem for Arubans is the special 
composition he wrote for his wife 
Daisy Croes called “Abo so”. Daisy 
later passed away in 1994. 
Padu remained a popular artist 
within the Dutch Antilles and the 
Caribbean as a pianist, singer, 
author and painter. Padu Lampe 
was a local artist who became re- 


nowned in Venezuela, Colombia, 
The U.S. and The Netherlands too. 
In the 1950s, he sold no less than 50 
thousand copies of his long-play- 
ing albums (LPs). 
He grew up in a happy musical en- 
vironment, and it is because of this 
that he developed a love for mu- 
sic. Starting from the age of 12, he 
was agile in the clarinet, mandolin 
and cuatro. Henry Lampe, his fa- 
ther, was also a well-known pianist 
and musician. 
In a publication of the informative 
seminar, “Observer”, from august 
1st, 1962, Padu’s many merits and 
friendly personality stood out. It 
was said that he was an excellent 
pianist with a personal style and 
full of surprises. Secondly, though 


the composer was not too familiar 
with music theory, he showed inno- 
vations in his compositions. Lastly, 
Padu was a promoter of Creole 
music around the world. 
One of the most important mo- 
ments in Aruban history, in which 
he was able to witness first-hand, 
was the first radio broadcast on 
the island on March 20th, 1954. 
Here, he was accompanied by 
Antillean guitarist Julian Coco and 
Hubert “Loi” Booi. 
In the art world, Padu was also a 
known painter. During his youth, 
he made several painting using 
his unique style. In 1939, he partici- 
pated in an art exhibit in New York, 
where he won a bronze medal for 
his painting “Typical View of Aru- 
ba.” 
Padu Lampe was a multifacet- 
ed artist, inspired by his interest in 
parapsychology and supernatu- 
ral phenomenon. He wrote three 
books in Papiamento on the sub- 
ject in 1986, which was published 
by the Aruban National Printing 
Press with sponsorship provided by 
the Prince Bernhard Funds Nether- 
lands Antilles. 
Besides that, Padu passed his exam 


on “Society to Advanced Ethical 
Hypnosis” in 1964 in New Jersey. 
He received a certificate as a hyp- 
notechnician, which gave him the 
authority to practice hypnosis in 
some states. 
Over the course of his career, he 
received many accolades and 
awards in Aruba, Curacao, Ven- 
ezuela and the Netherlands. 
Padu del Caribe passed away on 
November 29th, 2019, at the age 
of 99 years old. Padu brought the 
Aruban culture around the world. 
His legacy will remain ingrained in 
the Aruban cultural history, and he 
will be known forever as one of the 
most influential trailblazers of our 
community.q

Museum of Industry Aruba 
The Museum of Industry is lo- 
cated in San Nicolas—bet- 
ter known as the art capital 
of Aruba. This museum ex- 
hibits the industrial history of 
gold, aloe, phosphate, oil 
and tourism through elabo- 
rated displays and multi- 
media installations. 
The Museum of Industry is 
situated in the Water Tower 
in San Nicolas and narrates 
Aruba’s industrial history, 
which began in the 19th 
century. The Water Tower 
was built in 1939 and con- 
sists of three sections: the 
substructure, the high-rising 
vertical shaft, and the tank 
at the top. The Water Tow- 


er was purchased by the 
Monuments Fund in 2003 so 
it can be restored and pre- 
served as one of Aruba’s 
monuments. The Museum 
of Industry is part of Aruba 
Museum Foundation (Fun- 
dacion 
Museo 
Aruban), 
which is a foundation set 
to maintain, preserve, and 
protect the Aruban cultural 
sector, history, and nature. 
The museum of Industry is 
open daily from 9 am till 6 
pm.

Archaeological Museum of 
Aruba 
The Archaeological Mu- 
seum of Aruba is located 
at Schelpstraat 42 in down- 
town Oranjestad. The reno- 
vated historic Ecury com- 
plex in the area has been 
transformed from a family 
home to a modern museum 
that preserves Aruba’s Am- 
erindian cultural heritage. 
This 21st century museum 
is especially designed to 
preserve valuable artifacts 


dating back to the Pre-Ce- 
ramic period of 2500 BC. 
In the late 1980’s, AMA 
identified its need for an 
adequate housing for its 
collection and activities. 
After studying various op- 
tions, a project proposal 
was drawn up, including 
the acquisition and restora- 
tion of historical buildings in 
downtown Oranjestad. 


These historical buildings 
were formerly the proper- 
ty of the Ecury family. The 
“Ecury Complex”, is a clus- 
ter of single and two-story 
historic 
buildings, 
mainly 
Dutch colonial architec- 
ture from the late 19th and 
20th century on a plot of 
approximately 1.700 m2. 
In 1997, the Aruban Govern- 
ment bought the complex 
for the National Archaeo- 
logical Museum project. 
In 2004, a financial agree- 
ment was signed with the 
European 
Development 
Fund and in 2006, restora- 
tion and construction work 
began on the monumen- 
tal buildings and the soon- 
to-be exhibition space. In 


December 2007, the key to 
the complex was delivered 
and the museum’s employ- 
ees moved to the new lo- 
cation. The final design for 
the exhibit was completed 
in November 2007 and 
the permanent exhibit, fi- 
nanced by the Aruban 
Government and the Union 
of Cultural Organizations 
(UNOCA), opened in July 
2009. 


At the new location, the 
National 
Archaeological 
Museum Aruba disposes of 
approximately 500 m2 for 
its permanent exhibit. This 
exhibit conveys information 
on the origin and culture of 
the first inhabitants of the 


island through archaeo- 
logical objects and mod- 
ern exhibition techniques. 
The new permanent exhibit 
gives the visitor an insight 
into the cultures that in- 
habited the island in Pre- 
Historical and Early Histori- 
cal times. The museum also 
hosts attractive public pro- 
grams, including lectures, 
educational projects, tem- 
porary exhibits and work- 
shops. 


The museum is open daily 
from 9:30 am till 4:30 pm.

Melinda Perez, a financial 
educator, still remembers 
the first time she felt finan- 
cially confident. She had 
recently started investing 
money outside of her em- 
ployer-sponsored 
retire- 
ment account because 
she was finally earning 
more than she spent. “It 
was exciting because for 
once, I had what felt like 
extra money,” recalls Per- 
ez, who lives in San Anto- 
nio, Texas. 
Financial confidence, or 
the belief in one’s money- 
related abilities, might not 
come up as much as fi- 
nancial literacy especially 
in April, Financial Literacy 
Month but money experts 
say it’s often the hidden 
ingredient behind savvy 
money decisions. “If there’s 
no financial confidence, 
there is no willpower to 
succeed. We translate that 
to financial self-efficacy,” 
says Perez, who also stud- 
ies financial confidence as 
part of her research as a 
doctoral candidate in or- 
ganizational leadership. 
But confidence with mon- 
ey can be hard to come 
by. According to a Nerd- 
Wallet survey in January, 
three quarters of Ameri- 
cans say they do not feel 
confident about their per- 
sonal finances for 2023, 
and many of them cite the 
uncertain U.S. economy. 
There are, however, ways 
to boost your financial 
confidence.

SEEK FINANCIAL EDUCA- 
TION 
Learning essential lessons 
around budgeting, saving 
and investing helps boost fi- 
nancial literacy, Perez says, 
which can positively im- 
pact actions. “To increase 
financial confidence, we 
need to increase educa- 
tion, so you know what 
tools you need,” she adds. 
Those seeking financial ed- 
ucation should start with lo- 
cal organizations and com- 
munity groups that provide 
information for free, she 
adds. Finding financial lit- 
eracy-focused groups on 
Facebook 
or 
searching 
“financial education re- 
sources” for your area can 
lead to helpful resources. 
The U.S. government’s Of- 
fice of the Comptroller of 
the Currency also offers a 
helpful Financial Literacy 
Resource Directory. 
“Find

It’s hard to imagine Anita, 
Rose Alvarez and Velma 
Kelly without Chita Rivera, 
who first breathed life into 
these beloved Broadway 
characters. 
At a time when there was 
limited Latino representa- 
tion on stage, this young 
woman of Puerto Rican, 
Scottish and Irish descent 
was taking Broadway by 
storm and ensuring every- 
one knew her name. 
The dancer-turned-Broad- 
way legend reminisces in 
her new book, “Chita: A 
Memoir.” Written with arts 
journalist Patrick Pacheco, 
it’s an inside look at Rivera’s 
journey from a spunky girl 
jumping on furniture in her 
family’s Washington, D.C., 
home to a professional 
dancer and then a three- 
time Tony Award-winning 
performer. 
Each chapter feels like a 
personal diary entry as Ri- 
vera, now 90, also talks 
about motherhood, and 
loves lost and found. 
“It was the next stage for 
me to write it down. And it 
was God’s way of remind- 
ing me this is the life I had 
or have. I got so busy that 
I didn’t remember that I 
had a wonderful, wonder- 
ful life,” she told the Associ- 
ated Press. 
While Rivera is the memoir’s 
main character, another 


woman steals scene after 
scene: her self-proclaimed 
alter ego, Dolores. Dolores 
is unapologetic and fiery. 
She is the unfiltered ver- 
sion of Chita and serves as 
motivation in times of self- 
doubt. In one chapter, Ri- 
vera writes that she doesn’t 
read reviews “or Dolores 
just might invest in a dozen 
voodoo dolls.” 
“I consist of and I think 
we all do I consist of two 
people: Dolores and Con- 
chita,” said Rivera with a 
chuckle. “Conchita, she’s 
the one that has been tak- 
ing all the glory, you know. 


She’s been doing all the 
shows, but Dolores is the 
one that’s pushed her into 
it. And she’s been keeping 
me on track, so I listen to 
Dolores. I listen to her. She’s 
growing in my head now as 
we speak.” 
Rivera was born Dolores 
Conchita 
Figueroa 
del 
Rivero. Friends knew her 
as Chita, but it wasn’t until 
someone 
recommended 
that she shorten her name 
to fit on a show poster that 
she became Chita Rivera. 
It was a name that she felt 
respected her heritage. 
“If I was going to lose some 


parts because directors or 
agents thought my name 
sounded too south of the 
border, well, that was their 
problem,” she writes in the 
memoir. 
Rivera dedicates a chapter 
to the late Sammy Davis Jr., 
whom she met while work- 
ing on the Broadway musi- 
cal “Mr. Wonderful” early in 
her career. She talks about 
their romantic relationship, 
and the legendary rat pack 
member’s inner struggles. 
Rivera says she decided to 
go into more detail about 
their relationship because 
“it was time to,” and she 


wanted readers to know 
her and Sammy better. 
“He was an extraordinary 
human being who had 
the same problems as ev- 
erybody else, but he dealt 
with them in a different 
way. And I cherish the time 
that I had with Sammy be- 
cause he was an amazing 
person,” she said. 
For 
Rivera, 
vulnerability 
in love isn’t something to 
hide. “The loves of my life 
enabled me to explore my- 
self even more,” she said. 
“And I always said, you 
know, we should have two 
lives, one to try out and one 
you’re judged by. But we 
don’t. 
We have one life, and we 
have to live it as best we 
can,” said Rivera. 
Hers became that of a the- 
atre icon, best known for 
her roles in “West Side Sto- 
ry” (Anita), “Bye Bye Birdie” 
(Rose) and “Chicago” (Vel- 
ma). Accolades include a 
Presidential Medal of Free- 
dom in 2009; Tony Awards, 
including one for Lifetime 
Achievement in Theatre; 
Kennedy 
Center 
Honors 
and more, filling up pages 
and pages at the end of 
her memoir. She also ap- 
peared in film and on tele- 
vision. 
Her book includes memo- 
ries of other Broadway leg- 
ends like Fred Ebb, John 
Kander, Liza Minnelli, Leon- 
ard Bernstein and more.q

SEATTLE (AP) — The Seattle 
Kraken lost leading scorer 
Jared McCann to an injury 
in the first period of Game 
4 against Colorado on 
Monday night following a 
hit from Avalanche defen- 
seman Cale Makar and 
he won’t be available for 
Game 5.

The shot was saved by 
Colorado goalie Alexandar 
Georgiev and appeared to 
go into the netting behind 
the goal. McCann did not 
seem ready for the hit by 
Makar. 
Makar said it was “unfortu- 
nate,” and hoped McCann 
was OK. 
“It was a hockey play. I’m 
assuming he was going to 
the corner because it was 
coming down. I didn’t re- 
ally look. Just unfortunate 


how that happened,” Ma- 
kar said. 
Makar was originally given 
a 5-minute major penalty 
but it was reduced to a 
2-minute 
minor. 
Seattle 
scored 
on 
the 
ensuing 
power play to take a 2-0 
lead. 
Hakstol disagreed with the 
assessment by the officials 
that reduced the severity 
of the penalty. 
“I disagree with that, obvi- 
ously, as I assessed it and 
looked at it live and for sure 
looking at it after on video,” 
he said. 
McCann led Seattle with a 
career-high 40 goals and 
70 points in the regular sea- 
son.

Sixty years after Paul Hor- 
nung and Alex Karras were 
suspended a full season 
for wagering on football 
games, gambling is now 
as much a part of the NFL 
spectacle as mock drafts, 
tailgating and Super Bowl 
halftime shows. 
The Raiders now play a 
dice roll from the Las Ve- 
gas Strip, and the Oakland 
Athletics of Major League 
Baseball just announced 
they’ve signed a binding 
agreement 
to 
purchase 
land for a ballpark close to 
Sin City’s famous casinos. 
Gambling is no longer a 
pariah but a massive mon- 
eymaker for the NFL, which 
has several lucrative spon- 
sorships with online gam- 
bling sites and even a brick- 
and-mortar sportsbook at 
one of its stadiums. 
So, is it two-faced for the 
league that has so em- 
braced legalized wagering 
to suspend some of its play- 
ers for betting on football 
games and other sporting 
events from their phones 
like millions of NFL fans are 
constantly encouraged to 
do? 
“I think it’s hypocritical,” 


said former Steelers and 
Bears 
quarterback 
Jim 
Miller. “You can’t lie in bed 
with the devil, and not think 
you’re going to get burned. 
“Soon, you’ll be able to 
make bets in (most) NFL 
stadiums,” Miller added. 
“That being said, the play- 
ers are well aware of the 
rules. They have seminars 
and stuff up in the locker 
room to educate them.” 
The NFL suspended five 


players last week for violat- 
ing the league’s gambling 
policy. Lions receiver Quin- 
tez Cephus and safety C.J. 
Moore and Commanders 
defensive end Shaka Toney 
were suspended through 
at least the 2023 season 
for betting on NFL games 
last season. Lions receivers 
Stanley Berryhill and James- 
on Williams were each sus- 
pended six games for bet- 
ting from an NFL facility on 


non-NFL games. 
“The NFL has always taken 
an aggressive approach 
with players and gam- 
bling,” Miller said. “When 
I was in Chicago, (for- 
mer 
commissioner) 
Paul 
Tagliabue came to town 
and told a teammate the 
league knew he was hang- 
ing out with a friend who 
owned a casino and told 
him he could not do that 
anymore.” 


That was before airwaves 
were inundated with com- 
mercials about wagering 
on fantasy football, actual 
final scores and even live- 
action odds. 
The 
Washington 
Com- 
manders have a sportsbook 
inside FedEx Field, and the 
Jets, Giants and Cardinals 
all have sportsbooks just 
outside their venues. That 
number will soon grow be- 
cause NFL owners voted 
at their annual meeting 
last month to allow teams 
to have sportsbooks inside 
stadiums in states where 
gambling is legal. 
Thirty-three states have le- 
galized gambling since a 
landmark Supreme Court 
ruling a few years back 
and that means 17 NFL 
teams will now be allowed 
to host on-line sportsbooks. 
The other 15 teams aren’t 
fretting because revenue 
will be capped at a certain 
threshold beyond which all 
32 teams will share in the 
profits. “The whole situation 
is a joke that the NFL and its 
teams profit off gambling, 
but players can’t gamble,” 
said former Bengals line- 
backer Larry Stevens. “It’s 
also a joke how inconsis- 
tent the NFL is with suspen- 
sions. q

Kraken lose Jared McCann to injury; won’t play in Game 5

MADRID (AP) — Carlos Al- 
caraz gets another chance 
to defend a title at home in 
Spain, and move closer to 
regaining the No. 1 ranking. 
After winning in Barcelona 
for a second year in a row 
last week, the 19-year-old 
Alcaraz stayed in Spain 
to try to repeat as Madrid 
Open champion and prac- 
tically guarantee a return 
to the top of the rankings. 
Daniil Medvedev will be his 
top challenger at the clay- 
court tournament after the 
withdrawals of Rafael Nad- 
al and Novak Djokovic be- 
cause of injuries. Defending 
women’s champion Ons 
Jabeur also won’t play in 
Madrid this year because 
of an injury. 
The second-ranked Alcaraz 
is chasing Djokovic for the 
No. 1 spot after having 
traded the top ranking with 
him three times this season. 
If he wins the title in Madrid, 


Alcaraz would only need to 
play one match in Rome to 
be back at No. 1. The Span- 
iard can also get back to 
the top by playing at least 
one match in Madrid and 


winning in Rome. 
Alcaraz had never suc- 
cessfully defended a title 
until winning the Barcelona 
Open this year, which gave 
him his third title of the sea- 


son and ninth overall in his 
impressive young career. 
He was the first player to re- 
peat as Barcelona cham- 
pion since Nadal won there 
three times in a row from 


2016-18. 
“I’m a bit tired after Bar- 
celona, but the focus is al- 
ready on this tournament 
(in Madrid),” Alcaraz said. 
“I’ve gained a lot of experi- 
ence since my win here last 
year. I’ve grown both as a 
player and as a person. I’m 
still the same person, but 
maybe a bit more mature.” 
Alcaraz beat both Nadal 
and Djokovic on his way to 
his Madrid title last year. He 
said playing at home did 
not add any extra pressure. 
“It’s always motivating to 
have my family, friends and 
local fans supporting me,” 
Alcaraz said. “I don’t see it 
as pressure. It’s a pleasure 
to be able to play in front of 
my people in Spain. It’s dif- 
ferent than anywhere else. 
It’s a unique feeling.” 
Four other players have a 
chance to become No. 1 
heading into the French 
Open, including Medve- 
dev, who did not play in 
Madrid last year.q
